1 Phonology 

This section is meant to help the reader in the interpretation of the examples in this paper. 

Tungak has 1 1 consonants and 6 vowels. These are: 

Consonants; p, t, k, v, r, g, m, n, ng, s, 1 
Vowels: i, e, a, a, o, u 

In this paper the digraph ng represents the velar nasal consonant and the symbol v 
represents the voicSl bilabial fricative. 

Each of the consonants has a phonemically contrastivc lengthened counterpart. These will 
be written as double consonants (e.g. kk, U, etc.) except for v and r, whose lengthened 
forms will be written b and d respectively. 

Suess falls on the first syllable of the root of a word.
